In a lecent number of Sy.stcm Ma'j^a/inc there is an article on 
building up credit, which would l)e read with benefit by every young 
man, or any person who is attempting to advance in the business 
world It deals at length with the necessary qualities to win the con- 
fidence of a bank, and proves clearly that credit i9 bated, in the end, 
on the confidence a bank has in you. 

While the article deals with buikling up a credit for men of ex- 
tensive business operations, it is no less valuable to the man Just oom- 
mcncing to make his way in the business world.
